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Mattapoisetfs "Voice'' Aims for the Top

At first glance, you would never know that 
Mattapoisett resident Devon Barley is a musician on the 
brink of pop-stardom. You would never guess that he is 
so popular that he had to stop accepting Facebook friend 
requests and start a separate page for his thousands of 
fans. Devon, one of 16 finalists currently battling it out on 
NBC's The Voice, is about as laid-back and humble as a 
fellow can get. 

Devon wrapped up a month-long "vacation" in 
his hometown this past weekend before heading back 
to Los Angeles for rehearsals and performances on June 
4. The 19-year-old pre-med student is taking a semester 
break from University of Vermont to perform on The 
Voice, a reality show that takes four "teams" of vocalists 
and whittles them down through singing competitions. 
The four teams are headed by musical "coaches" 
Christina Agulera, Cee Lo Green of Gnarls Barkley Adam 
Levine of Maroon 5 and country singer Blake Shelton. 

A Tabor Academy graduate and a cappella singer, 
Devon planted his musical roots in the Tri-Town by being 
active in high school choruses and band, and was front 
man for local alt. rock band, 22 Foot Drop, who toured 
the local music scene in Boston and Providence. He was 
one of approximately 10,000 singers who auditioned for 
the show, and he was one of 32 people to land a spot as a 
Voice hopeful. 

Mr. Barley's most recent Voice "sing-off" 
with friend and teammate Rebecca Loebe brought the 
house down with a dramatic rendition of Radiohead's 
"Creep", a song that Mr. Barley had some anxiety about 




performing. 

"It's 1990s grunge - that's not my style at all," 
said the quiet, unassuming singer. Mr. Barley came to 
the Wanderer office the day before returning to L. A. to 
chat about his experiences on national television. He also 
shared a secret: his team leader, Adam Levine, originally 
wanted Devon and Rebecca to face-off by singing Cyndi 
Lauper's "True Colors". 

"It just wasn't working," said 19-year-old Mr. 
Barley, as he reflected on rehearsing the song with his 
teammate, Rebecca. "I wasn't happy with the choice. . . 
I was kind of nervous about it." After realizing that 
the "True Colors" song wasn't right for the pair, they 
opted for "Creep". Although Devon still didn't like the 
Radiohead selection, he followed vocal advice from 
his vocal coach and aimed to "show and not tell" his 
emotions in his performance. As a result, he survived the 
cut and Rebecca was sent home. Their performance is 
available on iTunes by searching "Devon Barley". 

Performance is everything on The Voice, and 
Devon has learned that it's make-or-break time. "You 
only get one shot," he said. "It's pre-recorded, but if you 
mess it up, that's what they air. . . it was hard to go up 
against [Rebecca]." Afraid of being considered "arrogant", 
Devon said that he was confident in his team's ability to 
out-perform on the show. "My team is really good," he 
said. "Even if I weren't on the team, I would say it is the 
strongest. I guess that's good for the team, bad for me." 
In upcoming weeks, he will face-off against contestants 
Jeff Jenkins or Javier Colon, both of which he described as 
having "amazing voices". 

Contestant elimination is hard on everyone, 
Devon added. "It's kind of bittersweet to see everyone 
go," he said. "Someone cries pretty much every round

Due to an increase in popularity, Devon had to 
stop accepting friend requests from people he didn't 
know on Facebook. Instead, he has shifted public interest 
onto a fan page on Facebook. Comments include a 
cheering section from the Tri-Town. "Good luck From 
Mattapoisett! Salty the Seahorse is rooting for you,'' wrote 
one user, Lori Mello. 

Though his heart remains in Mattapoisett, Devon 
said that he is prepared to walk away from his pre-med 
work and his hometown if presented a contract out in 
Los Angeles. The winner of The Voice will receive a 
professional recording contract and $100,000. 

So what can loyal fans expect next? Devon can't 
share what the next song will be, but he could share a 
little more information. "It's a current song," he said. "I 
can tell you that. . . There will be about 2,000 people in the 
audience and three back-up singers with a full band. It's 
going to be over the top." Devon's next performance is 
scheduled for Tuesday, June 14 at 9:00 pm on NBC.

signal that can detect their whereabouts - whether it be a 
shallow body of water, a densely wooded area, a concrete 
structure such as a garage, or a steel building. 

According to the LoJackSafetyNet website, the 
bracelet can emit a signal within a range of approximately 
one mile for on-the-ground searches and 5-7 miles in 
searches by helicopter. 

In the past, regional search and rescue teams were 
available to find lost individuals, however about three 
weeks ago the Rochester Police Department obtained 
its own searching unit equipment for the program. 
Also, Chief Magee received specialized training on the 
technology and procedures and how to communicate 
with individuals who have particular cognitive 
conditions. He soon will train the rest of the department 

The LoJackSafetyNet equipment captures 
information on each person enrolled to increase chances 
of their recovery. "They all have typical patterns of 
where they would go depending on their condition. For 
example, some go a long distance, and some may go 
towards water,'' Mr. Magee said. 

A number of people have been found using the 
technology. Chief Magee said. Rochester is not a stranger 
to cases of missing persons and has experienced "a 
number of small cases that are resolved very quickly.'' 
However, he recalled one time when the end result was 
fatal. 

'An older gentleman got lost and was missing. . . 
he was found drowned in one of the ponds," he said. 

Chief Magee also pointed about that data 
is shared regionally, and if someone from Rochester 
wanders to another part of the state or to Rhode Island or 
New Hampshire, they can be tracked down. He said there 
are numerous cases in Massachusetts of persons being 
safely located with help of the technology.

Commission currently residing in the district/' Selectman 
Parker said. The bylaws state that three members of the 
Commission must be residents of the district, she said, 
and the appointments were tabled until two residents of 
the district can be recruited for the Commission. 

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera opened 
his report with a discussion of a host fee disagreement 
with SEMASS. Mr. LaCamera explained that SEMASS host 
fees payable to the town are indexed to the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI). Since the CPI was negative, SEMASS 
wanted a reduction in the host fee. The parties now agree 
that even though the CPI was negative, SEMASS cannot 
reduce the host fee. The Board voted to authorize Mr.

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Roger 
Blanchette on June 7, 2011 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town 
House. Also in attendance were Selectmen Jonathan

Paul Dawson. 

The Board reorganized, with Jonathan Henry as 
the new Chairman, Roger Blanchette as Vice Chairman 
and Stephen Cushing as Clerk.

• Received notification that a Silvershell 
Beach volleyball net had been relocated away from 
the food service area to prevent the possibility of sand 
contaminating food. 

• Approved a request from Town Treasurer Gary 
Carreiro to carry over vacation time from FYll to FY12. 

The Board also voted to increase the membership 
of the Alternative Energy Committee from five members 
to seven. "Personally, I always look to reduce the size 
of these committees/' said Selectman Blanchette. In this 
case, however, he supported the increase in membership 
to help with the task of considerable alternative energy 
research that was required for the committee. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
provided a brief update on the mold remediation work 
being completed on the Town House property, describing 
it as "an ongoing project". He said that the Town would 
be going out to bid on the work, which will include the 
installation of a drain around the building and catch 
basins in the parking lot. 

He urged the Board to proceed with a long-term 
solution for the Town House, which has had ongoing 
issues with mold, energy loss, and general inefficiency.

a new tow^n hall or continue operating at the antique 
building at 2 Spring Street. 

''Most people w^ant to see the Town House right 
here, looking the way it does,'' said Selectman Blanchette, 
adding that although they want the same fagade, they 
want it to function better on the inside. "We obviously 
don't need a building this big," he continued. "All the 
excess space could be used for income. . . the square 
footage is incredible and we don't need it all." 

"I have to agree with you," said Selectman

June 6, at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town Hall. Also present 
were board members Patricia McArdle, Ted North, 
Sherman Briggs, Steve Gonsalves and Planning Board 
Secretary Terry Santos. Tom Magauran and John Sweeney 
were absent. 

The first order of business was the opening of 
a Public Hearing for Cumberland Farms, 406 Wareham 
Street, for a request for a Special Permit to replace fuel 
storage tanks. Doug Troyer and Manny Paiva represented 
the applicant. 

Mr. Troyer said that, as part of the project to 
build a new convenience store and gas station, they were 
requesting a Special Permit to remove three 8,000-gallon 
underground gasoline storage tanks currently at the site 
and replace them with two 20,000-gallon tanks. 

Mr. Pavia said that the new tanks were 
compartmental, with each tank holding two tanks within 
each large one. ''One will have 8,000 in diesel and 12,000 
of premium gasoline. The other will have 8,000 of regular 
and 12,000 of mid grade gasoline,'' said Mr. Pavia. 

The new tanks are double walled fiberglass and 
will be rust resistant, he said. The piping system will also 
be double walled, with a sensor system connected to the 
Cumberland Farms corporate computer system, which 
will monitor how much gasoline is at the station and can 
dispatch a driver to refill when needed. "It's a pipe within 
a pipe for both the fuel and vapor lines," said Mr. Pavia. 
An audio / visual alarm system and a spill containment

area are also a part of the new tank system. ''This is a 
state of the art system which meets or exceeds both state 
and federal guidelines/' said Mr. Pavia. 

"This is a significant upgrade to what is there 
now/' said Mr. Pavia. Mr. Pavia said the current tanks 
are "1980's vintage" and are single- walled fiberglass 
tanks. Mr. North asked about soil testing after the tanks 
are removed and if any contamination is found, if 
Cumberland Farms has a remediation plan. 

Mr. Pavia assured the board that soil testing 
would be done at the site, after tank removal by a third 
party environmental specialist who will report on any 
issues within the cavity prior to filling in the area. The 
new tanks will be located on another area on the lot, 
closer to Eastern Bank. 

The board voted unanimously to approve the 
Special Permit. 

When asked about the construction timeline, Mr. 
Pavia said that they plan to start working on the project 
in July or August and have it completed by November of 
2011. 

Next up was a continued Public Hearing for 
an amendment to site plan / special permit for J and W 
Trust, 119 Wareham Street. Mr. Ryder read a letter from 
the applicant Nate Canto requesting a continued hearing. 
The board agreed to continue the hearing to June 20, 2011 
at 7:10 pm.

The plan passed 3-2, with Chairman Thomas Tucker 
and Karen Field against the proposal and Ronald Merlo, 
Robert McNamara and John Mathieu in favor of it. Mr. 
Mathieu, who had recused himself at a previous meeting 
at the request of the applicant because he was running 
in a Selectman race against Randall Lane abutter George 
Randall, was asked by applicant attorney Elizabeth Kunz 
to vote, now that the election was over. 

The application, filed by Thomas Grondski 
of 25 River Road, would create a buildable lot for the 
applicant's daughter behind his home. Issues of frontage, 
road congestion and driveway accessibility from Randall 
Lane were the main concern of neighbors, who filled the 
conference room to hear the final decision. 

Lawyers on both sides presented their cases as 
to why or why not the lot is considered buildable, with 
special attention to accessibility and right of way off 
Randall Lane necessary for the project to move forward. 
Atty Kunz, representing the applicant, cited a 1926 deed 
that spells out easement rights that she said would access 
the Randall Property from an old stonewall. 

Jenessa Girard-Pateakos, representing the Randall 
family, countered that, "a significant portion of the land is 
not part of the right of way. Even if [Mr. Grondski] had an 
easement, he'd need a further easement to get to the stone 
wall or through the stone wall." Randall Lane resident 
George Randall called the property, which he said he 
was born on in 1929, "a piece of my soul" that he sold

Mr. Randall went on to say that the right of 
way is only 20-feet wide, and too narrow to support an 
additional home. Ms. McNamara, however, pointed out 
that both the Fire Department and Police Department saic 
that access road is suitable to a new project. 

Another attorney, Jeff Sanders - who represented 
abutters Christopher and Veronica Brockwell - claimed 
that given the legal nature of the question surrounding 
the easement, that the Board should not endorse the plan. 
He also questioned if adequate frontage exists to approve 
the ANR.

Robert McNamara joked, "Here we have many attorneys 
who can't agree on whether the sun is out/' He said that 
according to plans before the Board and from his research 
into the history of the land, the present stonewall is 
considered where Randall Lane is situated and allowable 
as a point of access. 

Mr. Mathieu expanded on his thoughts as well, 
contending that the lot has adequate frontage, but that the 
"issue of the roadway [easement] is beyond our purview." 
However, he said all plans, which most recently were 
updated in 1962, delineate the locations of Randall Lane 
and River Road, and show the Randall property's lot line 
along the stonewall. 

The board formally approved the plan, with the 
understanding that the case would be headed for the 
courts. "We've seen the end of this, but the attorneys 
haven't," said Chairman Tucker. Atty. Girard-Pateakos 
confirmed after the hearing that an appeal soon will be in 
the works. 

Tabor Field Hearing Set for June 16 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The Marion Board of Appeals approved a Special 
Permit to allow construction of an accessory in-law 
apartment during its Thursday, June 2 meeting. Also, the 
board said that an application from Tabor Academy for 
extensive fieldwork and new lighting would be continued 
on June 16. 

During the in-law apartment hearing, applicants 
Timothy and Michelle Crowley sought permission to 
construct the apartment within their home at 1026 Point 
Road. According to Ms. Crowley, the apartment would be 
650 square feet and require no serious construction except 
removal of a closet in an adjacent room. 

Chairman Bob Wedge explained to the applicants 
that the Special Permit is nontransferable if the home is 
later sold, and that only family members, or affordable 
housing occupants, can reside in the space. 

Calling the case "pretty straightforward," the 
board unanimously approved the request.

that the Tabor Academy application to implement 
significant changes to its main playing field, including 
new stadium seating, 90-feet high lights, and new turf - 
will be heard at its next meeting. Mr. Wedge said that he is 
meeting with Tabor Academy officials June 7 to hash out 
conditions surrounding an approval. He acknowledged 
that under state law a private school can circumvent the 
Planning Board given that their project is linked to an 
academic benefit - however, the ZBA can weigh in with 
their input.

Principal Lyn Rivet said that MCAS test results 
are completed and mailed out, and "we couldn't have 
asked for better effort and focus from children taking the 
exam." Teachers will receive "benchmark assessments" 

- which give staff a view of individual progress of the 
children over the course of the year. 

Ms. Rivet also took time to thank committee 
member Jay Pateakos for his efforts to have the band 
perform the National Anthem at the Town Meeting, and

to provide babysitting services for attendees for the first 
time. 

Despite efforts to improve attendance by moving 
professional days from Fridays to Wednesdays, Ms. Rivet 
reported that attendance has barely held at 96 percent so 
far this year. "We'll be able to squeak out for the rest of 
the year/' she said. Overall, she said excused absences 
far exceeded unexcused absences. "Many [students] had 
several days-long vacations that had a significant impact 
on student attendance," she said. 

The committee looked over data on food service 
operations, which showed that the school has incurred 
a $4,564 loss as of May 31. District families will see an 
increase of 25 cents next year to offset these losses, which 
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are present at all elementary schools. Mr. White said that 
letters were sent to parents explaining the increase, which 
is the first one the district has implemented since 2006. 

"We're not making a profit, but it's important to 
get as close as we can to even.'' Mr. Gordon remarked. 

Facilities Manager Steve Murphy is busy with 
several projects at the school, he said, joking, "This 
summer I'll be vacationing at 2 Spring Street." This 
summer he will install new windows and a new water 
filtering system. The Direct Digital Control system will be 
installed in late June into early July, he said. 

In other news, Mr. Murphy said that 16 
puncture holes on the roof of Sippican School are under 
investigation by the school and the police. "We found 
some glass and some foot traffic," he said, adding that 
there were no workmen on the roof. 

Mr. Murphy also said that he is replacing all of 
the schools' 32 watt light bulbs with 25 watt TA bulbs 
to save on energy costs - and that composting may be 
coming to Sippican "in the not-too-soon future." 

District Business Administrator Katie Isernio 
informed the committee that the school rental account 
has a balance of $222,747, which includes encumbrance 
of the DDC program and circulation pump. Currently 
only the YMCA and St. Rita rent from the school, and 
Chairman Gordon put out the word that "wonderful, 
air-conditioned" space is available for rent at Sippican 
School.

Rochester Receives Bicycle Helmet Grant 

The Rochester Police Department has been 
awarded bicycle helmets as part of the 2011 statewide 
bicycle safety grant program funded by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA) and 
distributed through the Executive Office of Public Safety 
and Security's Highway Safety Division (EOPSS-HSD). 
The program will provide more than 2,900 helmets to 68 
communities and organizations for free distribution this 
spring and summer. 

"We are pleased to receive these helmets to 
enhance our bicycle safety efforts in Rochester/' said 
Chief Paul H. Magee. "The helmets will be distributed 
at no cost in our community." They can be obtained by 
calling Sergeant William Chamberlain at 508-763-5112 ext. 
153. 

Massachusetts law requires any child 16 years 
of age or younger operating in-line skates, a skateboard, 
scooter, bicycle or other manually-propelled wheeled 
vehicle or riding as a passenger on any manually- 
propelled vehicle on a public way or bicycle path to wear 
a properly fitted and fastened helmet. 

Bicyclists are considered vehicle operators and 
thus must obey the rules of the road such as traffic signs 
and signals. When riding in the street, bicyclists should 
ride in the same direction as traffic. Drivers and pedal 
cyclists must share the roads safely. Cyclists should wear 
reflective gear and ensure that they are highly visible to 
motorists, especially at night. 

According to NHTSA, six of the 334 total traffic 
fatalities in Massachusetts in 2009 were pedal cyclists. 
Nationwide, cyclists under age 16 accounted for 13 
percent of the total killed and 20 percent of all those 
injured in vehicular traffic crashes in 2009.

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Road in the West and Hollywoods Road in the east and 
between Watertower Park north of Route 6 and the Dunn 
Preserve in the south with access to Angelica Avenue. 

The property contains a large blueberry orchard 
that was planted by Linda's grandparents, David and 
Dorothy Brownell. ''There were 1500 blueberry trees there, 
all cultivated by my family "We picked them ourselves 
and sold them to a fruit market in New Bedford," Linda 
recalled. The orchard has become overgrown since then, 
but the Land Trust hopes, with volunteer help, to clear 
the overgrowth and to offer the public a chance to collect 
and enjoy fresh blueberries. In addition, the MLT plans 
to extend the existing Hiller Trail through the property to 
Prospect Road. 

The acquisition was made possible through 
a loan from the Buzzards Bay Lands Revolving 
Fund managed by the Coalition for Buzzards Bay as 
well as a Conservation Partnership Grant from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Energy and Environmental Affairs.

ORR Hall of Fame Induction 

The first Old Rochester Hall of Fame Banquet 
and Induction will be held on June 11 in the high school 
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X-Men: First Class. Starring James McAvoy and Michael 
Fassbender. Directed by Matthew Vaughn. Running time: 
132 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

There are two major conflicts running through X-Men: 
First Class. One is interesting, though we've seen it before, and 
one is near-fatal to the film. The first conflict is the ideological 
loggerheads between two powerful mutants — Charles Xavier 
(James McAvoy), a telepath, and Erik Lehnsherr (Michael 
Fassbender), who can manipulate metal with his mind. Charles 
is aware that normal humans hate and fear mutants, but wants 
to help humans anyway. Erik is likewise aware, but gradually 
decides that he would rather not. The second conflict is one of 
tone. X-Men: First Class, set during the early '60s leading up 
to the Cuban Missile Crisis, breathes heavily about matters of 
major historical import — Erik as a boy survived Auschwitz — 
but also wants to be a poppy summer- fun blast in which mutants 
sprout wings or blue fur and flit around the sky like fireflies at 
dusk. 

The result is a weird and unstable experience, and 
I wish I could say I gave in to the lightweight escapism. But 
when you present me with the Final Solution and the spectre of 
nuclear annihilation — which actually almost happened, with 
or without mutants — I have a hard time switching gears for 
the goofball scenes of young mutants in training, roughhousing 
with their budding powers. I don't mean to be a killjoy; I just 
mean to say that historical high seriousness and retro pulp 
don't blend well — you can see the seams. The first two X-Men 
films, directed by Bryan Singer, took themselves seriously — 
gloomily so, at times — but at least felt consistent. The stakes 
were high, and Singer, an openly gay director, plumbed the 
metaphor of mutants as persecuted homosexuals, but when the 
action beats came they felt rooted in something personal. Here, 
the historical import seems like a tacky backdrop for tackier 
action. 

Charles and Erik (who will later triumphantly assume 
the dorky name "Magneto," snarkily given to him by Jennifer 
Lawrence's shape- shifting Mystique) enter into an increasingly 
uneasy alliance when Erik's old foe from the Auschwitz days. 



Sebastian Shaw (Kevin Bacon), plans to use his own mutant 
powers and mutant minions to provoke nuclear war between 
the U.S. and Russia. The resulting radiation will kill off all the 
humans and empower the mutants. So Charles and Erik build 
their own team, made up mostly of disaffected youngsters with 
strange powers; perhaps significantly, perhaps not, of the two 
mutants of color, one dies early on and one turns to evil. 

Michael Fassbender emerges as a cool, 007-like 
presence, the only real adult in the movie; James McAvoy 
seems to keep himself amused. For the most part, though, the 
large cast gets lost in the bombast, and January Jones as Shaw's 
telepathic right-hand woman Emma Frost gives yet another 
dead-eyed performance in which she seems to be reading her 
lines phonetically. The director (and one of four named writers) 
of X-Men: First Class is credited as Matthew Vaughn, which 
I find hard to believe. Can this be the same man who gave us 
last year's sarcastic, taboo-breaking superhero satire Kick- Ass 
(not to mention the enchanting comedy Stardust)! This film is 
a complete regression for Vaughn, who seemed to be forging a 
career as one of the few iconoclasts working in big Hollywood 
movies. There's more outlaw excitement in any of Hit Girl's 
scenes from Kick- Ass than in all of X-Men: First Class. 

Save for a few hairdos and JFK on the tube, the '60s 
milieu isn't very convincing; the movie itself, meanwhile, feels 
as though it were made in 1996 or even 1986. A lot of that is 
due to Henry Jackman's painfully cheesy score, but part of it 
is down to Matthew Vaughn's passionless, visionless direction. 
Vaughn was supposed to direct 2006 's X-Men: The Last Stand 
but dropped out two weeks before filming started; did he take 
this movie on to prove he could' ve done better with the earlier 
film, or did he forget in the intervening five years why he'd 
wanted to make an X-Men film in the first place? X-Men: First 
Class has been getting something of a free ride from the fanboy 
press, who respect Vaughn for his past films and are grateful 
that someone tried to make a better movie than The Last Stand 
and the oafish Wolverine movie. But loyalty to a director and 
relief that a film doesn't stink on ice isn't enough reason to 
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cafeteria. The catered event will feature hand carved roast 
sirloin of beef and seafood Newberg. 

The silent auction - which features such items as 
Red Sox and Patriot Tickets and other sports memorabilia 
from the New England Sports Museum - will continue to 
the end of the banquet. 

After the banquet, the first class, Donald Dorr 
(Class of 66), Peter Trow (Class of 70), Wayne Caswell 
(Class of 77), Frank Oliva (Class of 77), Chris Riley (Class 
of 83), Andrea Porter (Class of 87), Scott Dragos (Class 
of 94) and Katherine O'Shaughnessy (Class of 98) will 
be inducted. Master of ceremonies will be former ORR 
student Bob Cruise.
